- 1S SURE TO BECOME LAW

Two days afterthe signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, an event of 
linmédiate interest t® the people of De- 
troit and its suburbs transpired at “he 
mouth of the Detroit river, when Grosse 
I'e was sold to Alexander and William 
Macomb by the resident Indian tribes on 
July 6, 1776. The Fox, the Sars. the 
Kickapoos and the” Pottawatomies ire 
all spoken of, the former tribes inhabit- 
ing the ravine which Iies between the 
Edward Lyon and Horace Grey farms, 
and were noted for their extreme clean- 
liness and manly bearing. 

The old council tree, the silent wtness 
of mamy negotiations between the white 
settlers and the Indfans had braved the 
elements for over a century when a se- 
vere storm during the,gummer of 1992 
snapped the weather jaten trunk. 

It was under this upon the knoll 
just above the old boa. landing.at Gray's 
dock that the treaty was signéd by thse 
Pottawatomie IndlaMg which made Alex- 
ander 4nd. Willlam Macomb the owncts 
of the island. . 

This treaty wae ratified by the Amerl- 
can goverament June |, i8t!l, when Prea- 
ident James Madison granteid by paceni 
the land to John W., Willlam amd David 
Macomb, heirs of WYliam Macomb, the 
record being also signed by James Mon- 
ros, secretary of state. 

From the roots of the old treaty tree 
a fine young sapling hes sprung. To pro- 
mote kecal interest and to preserve his- 
torical landmarks, an organization called 
the Woman's Improvement Associatioa 
of Grosse Tle, determined a \year ago to 
mark the site. A large bowlder, bearing 
n bronze tablet, has been «rected through 
their efforts, and on Friddy next, tho 
cne hundred and thirtieth anniversary of 
the original purchase of the island, this 
tablet will be unvelled in the presence 
of a large concourse.

Children in the Streets. 


(From The Brooklyn Eagle.) 

There are two sides to Inspector Cross’ 
recent order to policemen to prevent chil- 
vren from playing in the streets of this 
borough. One side is that of the inspec- 
tor, who was moved to take action wy, 
the increasing number of children who 
ase killed or injured while s0 playing. 
The c@her side is that of the Rev. How- 
ard Melish of Holy Trinity, who vays 
that the children have no other place to 
play, and that the Inspector’s order ‘s 
an outrage. Unfortunately, both are 
right. Most city children have no othe 
playground than the _ streets, ag Mr. 
Melish says, and in the crowded neigh- 
borhoods it would be inhuman to contine 
them during the daytime to the cramped 
and suffocating rooms in which thetr 
parents live. Play Is as necessary to the 
growth of a child as eating or sleepine 
is, and every child has at least a natural 
right to a place to stretch his muscles. 
That is a law of nature and the fact 
that our civilization has not made allew- 
ances for it does not make the Gaw any 
less igyperative. The naturai impulse 
drives the children into the streets, and 
there they are run down not merely hy 
street cars, but by vehicles, whose d:tv- 
ers are weing all possible care and dili- 
rence. Street acidents are within the 
domain of the police. It is their busi- 
ness to prevent them ro far as possible. 
and in the pursuance of that duty In.- 
spector Cross issued his order, 

The immediate outcome will be that tn- 
police will try for a time to enforee the 
order, and. failing. will again grow toler. 
ant and allow the children to resuan 
their old street games. A thorough ¢4n- 
forcement of the order would be tmposal- 
ble without donbling or trebling the num- 
ber of policemen. A patrolman goes 
through a block once or at most twice in 
a day. While he is passing the children 
will subdue themselves and as he disa,- 
pears up the street the fin will be~re- 
sumed until warning of his next visit 1s 
heard.

London, July 14.—Frederic Mistral, the 
great French poet, is Dusily engaged at 
present in superintending the oonstruc- 
tion of his own tomb.

The irrigation schemes now developing 
will require the expenditure of large 
Sums on contract, and these will give 
opportunities for -English capital. 

The second reason given by Lord Mil- 
ner is emphasized by him and Is probably 
the paramount one, viz., that she can- 
not afford to have the valley of the 
Nile Meld by a rival power. Her inter- 
ests In the Soudan and in, India lead her 
to guard the Suez canal with jealous care. 
Tord Milner suggests as a reason why 
England should remain in Egypt that her 
withdrawal might: be followed by such 
an abuse of government as to lead to 
bankruptcy and French intervention. The 
old argument, “if we don’t do it some- 
body else will,” is presented as the 
strongest support of British Interference. 

English Influence in Egypt. 

English influence, however. has been 
less harmful in Beypt than In India, an} 
this is probably due, in the main, to ‘wo 
causes; first, her influence ts exerted 
through a native government, whose au- 
thority she acknowledges; and second, 
becanse the interests which other nations 
have in Egypt make them oppose any 
encroachments on the gart of Pngland., 
whffe in India she has a free hand. As 
an illustration I might scite the fact that 
she compels the Indian to support the 
Indian army while she pays the ordinary 
expenses of the 3,000 British soldisrs 
in Egypt and only asks Peypt to pay 
for *he extraordinary expenses. It is no 
flection upon England to say that she 
better for being watched.

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WORK AMONG MOUNTAIN WHITES 


_ OF GEORGIA AND THE CAROLINAS 


By Isma Dooly. mitory to be of the ‘size to aceommo- 


Q subject of a sectional nature is | 
N of more general interest at pres- | 
ent than that of the work being | 
essayeg along educational lines for the 
illiterate whites of that mountainous dis- 
trict that marks the most. picturesqué 
parts of Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. 
The range of mountains populated by 
these people, are ithe most lofty and) 
beautiful imaginable, and in a chain of 
this scenic beauty they seem to hold in| 
a bond of common interest the various | 
states of the central south, which states 
as yet have not systematically taken | 
hold of the problem of. the illiterate | 
whites confronting them, though single 
experiments are being worked out with 
apparent success along different lines. 
The subject, however, is one that has 
been accorded generous discussion, both 
by the press and the people, but with the 
exception of that given by the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy of Georgia,. the 
club women and a few individuals, a 
substantial or gemeral Mnancial support 
to work in this direction has not as yet 
been demonstrated. 


The Fabun Gap School. 

In Georgia direct results of the ef- 
forts being made are seen in -the indus- 
trial school at Rabun Gap, of which 
Professor Andrew J. Ritchie is the foun- 
der and superintendent. 

Himself a mountaineer, who at the 
age of 2{ left Rabun Gap for the first 
time that he might work hig way 
through college. Mr. Ritchie has had the 
experience of life among the people, 45 
well as subsequent educational advan- 
tages, to equip him for what he has'| 
adopted as his life work—that of awak- 
ening to a sense of responsibility, the | 
people who are his own. 

The energy of his efforts in this direc: | 
tion has direct expression in the indus- |

While Georgia's public spirited people 
are actively engaged in the movement 
to help the illiterate whites of the moun- 
tains, there are similar efforts being 
made in North Carolina and other states 
through industrial schools, and through 
the individual efforts of citizens who, in 
the effort to solve the domestic labor 
problem, are endeavoring to train the 
mountain people for that service. 

Among those who are making signal 
success in this direction are members of 
the Rumbaugh family, who for genera- 
tions have owned a vast eState in the 
picturesque valley in which centers Hot 
Springs. 

They have ever taken an interest in 
the mountain people and endeavored to 
give them aenhelping hand in giving 
scholarships to industrial institutions, 
and in giving individuals of them. such 
positions as they could fill. 

AS a class, there seemed little hope of 


| permanently benefiting them. But in the 


last few years when the resorts of North 
Carolina have become a Mecca for peo- 
ple from all sections of the country, not 
only in the summer, but during the en- 
tire winter Season, and when the incom- 
petency of negro labor coupled with their 
resentment of separation from life away 
from the town or city, rendered it impos- 
sible to obtain the required force of help 
in the resort hotels, it became necessa- 
ry to try the experiment of white labor.

HOW HOKE SMITH TREATED WIDOW 
OF GALLANT CONFEDERATE SOLDIER 


Mrs. Margaret J. Hampton is an educated and cultured Georgia 
lady, the widow of a gallant Confederate soldier. Because of her 
widowhood she is compelled to earn her own living. The treatment 
she received at the hands of HOKE SMITH when Secretary of the 
Interior under President Cleveland, is told briefly, but with touching 
force, in the following voluntary affidavit: 

“Georgia, Fulton County—In person appeared before me, MRSB. 
MARGARET J. HAMPTON, who being duly sworn, says: 

“I was born-and reared in Dublin, Laurens county, Georgia, and 

am a daughter of the late Jeremiah H. Yopp,.a pioneer citizen of 
_ that county, and am related to the Stanleys, the Rowes, Chappells 
and other families of that county. 

“I married in Dougherty county, Georgia, and am related by 
blood or marriage to many people of Dougherty and Baker counties, 
among others being the Davis and Collier families of Dougherty, and 
the Hampton and O’Neal families of Baker. 

“T am a sister to Mrs. C. C. Niles, now residing in Atlanta, Ga., 
the wife of the late Professor A. B. Niles, of Griffin, Ga., and the 
mother of the late Chic Niles, of Columbus, Ga. 

“I am the widow of John Randolph Hampton, a Confederate sol- 
dier who died of a malady superinduced by wounds received at Pow- 
ell’s Gap, fighting in the command of General Kirby Smith. 

“As such widow I draw a pension from the state of Georgia, and 
aside from said pension I have relied, since my husband’s death, on 
my own earnings to support myself, and while they were living my 
two children. 

“In 1893, through the kindness of Hon. L. F. Livingston, I ob- 
tained a permanent clerkship, at $50 per month, in the patent office 
at Washington. 

“Subsequently I was transferred by Mr. Hoke Smith to the cen- 
sus bureau, for the purpose of giving my position in the patent of- 
fice to one of his friends, Mr. Smith giving his assurance, at the 
time said change was made, that he would see thatt I was provided 
for when the census closed. 

“Two years before the census closed, and while absent by Mr. 
Hoke Smith’g permission, in attendance at the death-bed of my only 
surviving daughter, I received a letter that I would be dismissed. 
This letter was handed me and opened in my daughter’s presence. She 
noticed immediately the look of added trouble that came into my face 
and implored me to know the cause, and to quiet her I was forced 
to tell. 

“With tears in her eyes, she said: , 

“*Mother, write at once to Mr. Smith and tell him that your 
dying girl begs him not to dismiss her mother, for she has-no home 
open to her and no work to return to, and he will not refuse you.’ 

“These were her exact and last words to me, and it was under 
the inspiration of this that I, sitting at her bedside, wrote to Mr. 
Hoke Smith, telling him the circumstances and begging him to allow 
me to retain my place, and reminding him of his promise. 

“To this letter I never received a reply, but a few weeks there 
after, and without any complaint from any source whatever having 
been made about my work, my formal dismissal was placed on 
my desk. 

“Immediately I sought and importuned at Mr. Hoke Smith's of- 
fice an interview with him, which was flatly refused; whereupon, ino 
despair, | begged at his home for an audience, which was denied 
me—Mr. Hoke Smith sending.me word by his negro valet, that he 
was ‘making his toilet and to excuse him.’ 

“How I left the room I never knew, but when I regained my 
consciousness I was on the steps of his residence, when and where 
I registered a vow, recalling his broken promise, his refusal to ac- 
cord me even the civility of an interview, something which no s*uth- 
erm gentleman would have denied a lady, that if Mr. Hoke Smith 
should ever seek the votes of my people in Georgia that I would tell 
them of his treatment of me. 

“Prior to my discharge, Mr. Hoke Smith had given places to 
negroes the like of which were being filled by white people, and 
subsequent to my dismissal negroes were doing the same work in 
the interior department that was being done by white people.

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HOW HOKE SMITH TREATED WIDOW 
OF GALLANT CONFEDERATE SOLDIER 


Mrs. Margaret J. Hampton is an educated and cultured Georgia 
lady, the widow of a gallant Confederate soldier. Because of her 
widowhood she is compelled to earn her own living. The treatment 
she received at the hands of HOKE SMITH when Secretary of the 
Interior under President Cleveland, is told briefly, but with touching 
force, in the following voluntary affidavit: 

“Georgia, Fulton County—In person appeared before me, MRS. 
MARGARET J. HAMPTON, who being duly sworn, says: 

“I was born and reared in Dublin, Laurens county, Georgia, and 
am a daughter of the late Jeremiah H. Yopp, a pioneer citizen of 

that county, and am related to the Stanleys, the Rowes, Chappells 
and other families of that county. 

“I married in Dougherty county, Georgia, and am related by 
blood or marriage to many people of Dougherty and Baker counties, 
among others being the Davis and Collier families of Dougherty, and 
the Hampton and O’Neal families of Baker. 

“I am a sister to Mrs. CG C. Niles, now residing in Atlanta, Ga., 
the wife of the late Professor A. B. Niles, of Griffin, Ga., and the 
mother of the late Chic Niles, of Columbus, Ga. 

“I am the widow of John Randolph Hampton, a Confederate sol- 
dier who died of a malady superinduced by wounds received at Pow- 
ell’s Gap, fighting in the command of General Kirby Smith. 

“As ‘such widow I draw @ pension from the state of Georgia, and 
aside from said pension I have relied, since my husband’s death, on 
my own earnings to support myself, and while they were living my 
two children. 

“In 1893, through the kindness of Hon. L. F. Livingston, I ob- 
tained a permanent clerkship, at $50 per month, in the patent office 
at Washington. 

“Subsequently I was transferred by Mr. Hoke Smith to the cen- 
sus bureau, for the purpose of giving my position in the patent of- 
fice to one of his friends, Mr. Smith giving his assurance, at the 
time said change was made, that he would see thatt I was provided 
for when the census closed. 

“Two years before the census closed, and while absent by Mr. 
Hoke Smith’g permission, in attendance at the death-bed of my only 
surviving daughter, I received a letter that I would be dismissed. 
This letter was handed me and opened in my daughter’s presence. She 
noticed immediately the look of added trouble that came into my face 
and implored me to know the cause, and to quiet her I was forced 
to tell. 

“With tears in her eyes, she said: , 

“*Mother, write at once to Mr. Smith and tell him that your 
dying girl begs him not to dismiss her mother, for she has no home 
open to her and no work to return to, and he will not refuse you.’ 

“These were her exact and last words to me, and it was under 
the inspiration of this that I, sitting at her bedside, wrote to Mr. 
Hoke Smith, telling him the circumstances and begging him to allow 
me to retain my place, and reminding him of his promise. 

“To this letter I never received a reply, but a few weeks there 
after, and without any complaint from any source whatever having 
been made about my work, my formal dismissal was placed on 
my desk. 

“Immediately I sought and importuned at Mr. Hoke Smith’s of- 
fice an interview with him, which was flatly refused; whereupon, in 
despair, | begged at his home for an audience, which was denied 
me—Mr. Hoke Smith sending me word by his negro valet, that he 
was ‘making his toilet and to excuse him.’ 

“How I left the room I never knew, but when I regained my 
consciousness I was on the steps of his residence, when and where 
[I registered a vow, recalling his broken promise, his refusal to ac- 
cord me even the civility of an interview, something which no s*uth- 
ern gentleman would have denied a lady, that if Mr. Hoke Smith 
should ever seek the votes of my people in Georgia that I would tell 
them of his treatment of me. 

“Prior to my discharge, Mr. Hoke Smith had given places to 
negroes the like of which were being filled by white people, and 
subsequent to my dismissal negroes were doing the same work in 
the interior department that was being done by white people. 

“(Signed) MARGARET J. HAMPTON. 

“Sworn to and subscribed before the undersigned, this 6th day 

of July, 1906. JOHN R. WILKINSON, 
“Ordinary of Fulton County, Georgia.” 


MRS.HAMPTON’S LETTER TO COLONEL FORRESTER 

Following the publication of this affidavit of this Georgia lady, 
Mr. Hoke Smith issued a circular, in which he sought to reflect upon 
Mrs. Hampton's competency. In this same circular the claim was 
made that Mr. Smith had recently given Mrs. Hampton some work 
to do, this claim being advanced as evidence of Mr. Smith’s friend- 
This circular fell into the hands of Colonel J. R. 
Hampton, and he promptly 


liness toward her. 
Forrester, of Albany, a kinsman of Mrs. 
wrote her asking that she give him the facts. 

Mrs. Hampton’s letter to Colonel Forrester follows: 

“July 8, 1906.—Mr. J. R. Forrester, Albany, Ga.—My Dear Bob: 
I read Mr. Smith’s denial, which is a falsehood 
from beginning to end. In the first place, I was not a clerk. I was 
oniy what is termed a skilled laborer. From the day I was sworn 
into service, which to the best of my recollection was on January 25 
or 29, I was in what is known as the folding room, where matter after 
coming from the printer was folded and put in book form. I worked 
in this department with some of the nicest ladies in the south, one 
from Griffin, Ga., Mrs. Mary Fowler. Just a short time before I was 
dismissed I was at my own request transferred to another room and 
other work. Not a figure did I ever add, subtract, multiply or divide. 
I was dismissed and my dismissal read as all others did who re- 
ceived them, ‘That the work was growing to a close.’ This was ia 
December, I think the 27th or 28th, following my appointment in 
January. About the Ist of February, Colonel Livingston succeeded in 
again placing me in the Intertor department, under the commissione~ 
of labor, Mr. Carrol D. Wright. This appointment was only for three 
months, which I knew at the time, and it was strictly census clerical 
work and was known as, I think, emergency work, which work is 
done, if I mistake not, every year. It was called as well as I can 
recall, the statistics of manufactories. If I was dismissed, why was 
I again appointed, and to clerical work? I was considered one of the 
best workers and one of the most rapid, and never was there ever a 
scratch of a pen against me. I never had but one chief, and he 
was in the folding reom. Mr. Donnell was appointed under Mr. Hoke 
Smith, which accounts for his sustaining him. 


BECAUSE SHE LACKED INFLUENCE. 

“They knew every word they have written is a falsehood in re- 
gard to my incompetency. I am the first clerk that I ever heard 
of being dismissed for ‘Incompetency.’ I was dismissed for the want 
at the time of sufficient influence with Mr. Hoke Smith, which. un- 
fortunately I did not then have at my command. Mr. Donnell should 
have searched further for Mr. Smith, for his statements do not con- 
form to the facts which I have stated, and which Colonel Livingston 
must know, as he got the appointment for me each time. I was only 
a skilled laborer when dismissed, afterwards a clerk, doing the cen- 
sus work, knowing I was only to remain three months; therefore, 1 
could not and was not dismissed ‘for cause.’ 

“This is the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 

“As to my working or receiving work at Mr. Smith's hands. I 
was sent to Mr. Hastings by an agency to do some temporary work, 
which I did for two weeks, after which I paid the agency the com- 
mission for the work thrown in my hands. When I went there | 
did not know that Mr. Smith was even in that building, but after I 
found he was there, I remained and did work for Mr. Hastings by 
the direction of the agency bureau. 

“Mr. Smith gave me no work, nor did he know who I was. I thave 
answered Mr. Smith in this letter to you and he will be answered 
under an affidavit. 

“t sincerely trust the good people of my old home and the home 
of my dear husband will resent his falsehood and his treatment of 
a woman earning her daily bread. Sincerely yours,

All sewer trape 
and other public places where mosquitoes 
can breed have been carefully olled, and 
it is belleved the presence of qa few mos 
qulitoes in the city is due to the negiect 
of the private citizens.

Army of Salvador. 


The army of Salvador is described as 
consisting of 3,000 men and .the militia 
of 18,000. In case of war military ser- 
vice is compulsory from 18 to 50 years 
of age. The area of the republic is est{- 
mated at about 8,000 square miles and 
the total -population at 1,006,848. 

The participation of Honduras in this 
trouble comes as a surprise. There has 
been very little to intimate that this 
country wotild get into the fray. 

The army of Honduras consists of 800 
men with 20,000 militia. This republic 
has an area of about 46,000 square miles 
and a total population of something un. 
der 800,000. 

The state department at Washington 
has been trying to prevent an actual 
clash between Guatemala and Salvador, 
and instructions have been sent to Min- 
ister Merry, at San Salvador, and to 
Minister Combs, at Guatemala City, to 
use their good offices with the govern- 
ments to which they are accreditéd to 
bring about a peaceful rettlement. 

The navy ‘department has ordered the 
crulser Marblehead to proceed immedi- 
ately to La Libertad, on the coast of 
Salvador, to safeguard American. in- 
terests, and she should arrive at La 
lAbertad not later than July {5 There 
is no other American Warship within 
2,500 miles of the scene of the trouble.

Philip Bunau-Varitlia, former Panama 
minister at Washington, today told a 
remarkable story of how he first discov- 
ered positive proof of Dreyfus’ innocence 
and the guilt of Major Count Esterhazy, 
a story heretofore known only to a few 
intimates’ including Dreyfus, who said 
during recent dinner here that while 
the establishment of his innocence was 
attributed to many causes, M. Bunau- 
Varilla’'s chance detection of the coun- 
terfeit bordereau, or the main document 
on which the prosecution relied, was 
the real cause of the triumph of justice. 
Old Document Responsible. 

“Yes,’’ said M. Bunau-Varilla, ‘‘a doc- 
ument among those old records was the 
basis of the whole Dreyfus agitation 
and was instrumental in his final ac- 
quittal. Dreyfus and I[-° 
Polytechnic school together in 
recall his very characreristic Jewish 
look, which was rather unpreposessing. 
But he was a good fellow and com- 
pamionable student. Our ways parted 
on our graduation, he giving into the 
army and I #ecoming a government en- 
gineer. It was some years later that 
Dreyfus wag arrested and convicted be- 
fore a secret courtmartial. I first 
thought he was a victim of the prevail- 
ing, anti-Semitic feeling, but the convic- 
tion appeared to establish his guilt. 
Happening to dine afterwards with iny 
brother, Maurice, proprietor of the Ma- 
tin, he spoke of having a photographic 
reproduction of the bordereau, constitut- 
ing the only proof upon which Dreyfus 
was convicted. 

“All the official photo , 
dereau had been sctudulousls » Sed pe 
returned? to the court, but some one had 
ingenuously photoghaphed one of the pho- 
tographs, and this was delivered to my 
brother with the idea that its publication 
would prevent further » assertions thar 
Dreyfus twas innocent. However, Mav- 
rice dechied not to publish, as he did not 
wish to again call public attention to 
Dreyfus, who was then considered to pe 
a vile traitor.

Greensboro. N. C., July 14.—One of tne 
most horrible tragedies in the history 
of Rowan county occurred near Barbers 
Junction, about forty miles from this 
city, this morning. Between the hours 
of | and 2 o'clock an unknown person 
Or persons entered the home of Ike 
Lyerly, a well-known farmer while its 
occupants were asleep, killing Mr. Ly- 
nis wife and two of the youngest 
children, and fatally wounding a third. 

The parents and three children were 
asleep in the front room on the first 
floor, there being two older daughters 
sleeping upstairs who were unmolested 
and were awakened by the smoke and 
flames from below, the criminal or crim- 
inals having set fire to the house. The 
two girls descended tae staire to awaken 
their father and mother. On reaching 
their room they beheld their father and 
mother and the three youngest children 
lying on the bed, tneir heads crushed 
and their faces badly disfigured. 

Daughters Find Bodies. 

The two older daughters, Mary and 
Addie, aged 18 and 16, respectively, 
managed to carry the dead bodies from 
the house and extinguished the flames. 
Then they ran to the nearest neighbor’ 
W. B. Barners, and told the story of 
tne awful tragedy. 

There being no officers of the law at 
this place, R. R. Millikin, train dis- 
patcher on duty at that hours, was noti- 
fied and promptly wired the news to the 
sheriff at Salisbury, who started at once 
to the scene with the bloodhounds and 
a posse of armed men. Bloodhounds 
were also sent from Winston-Galem to 
aseist In tne pursult of the murderers. 

Mr. Lyerly was a respected citizen and 
well-connected,. and it is inconceivable 
that any one should have had anything 
against him or his famby. 

Three negro men and a negro woman— 
George E. Erwin, Jack Dillingham and 
Mitchell Graham and his wife—were ar- 
rested and put In jail at Salisbury on sus- 
picion of complicity in the case.

BOOK REVIEWS. 


The Probationer. 


The popularity of the short story gives 
us more and more collections of short 
stories gathered into book form, and 
right wholesome they are as a change 
from the long drawn out and hardly 
sustained recitals of which there is such 
a surfeit. If there were fevew books 
written it would be different; the trouble 
is, there are too many, and decidedly too 
many from the same author—a@ man who 
might have left three worthy efforts to 
his credit and some claim to remem- 
brance, instead leaves thirty-three medi- 
ocre volumes, and his name dies with 
him. The short story is a boon, and the 
successful writer of it not alone an artist 
but a benefactor. 

Such a one ag Herman Whitaker, whose 
volume, “The Probationer: And Other 
Stories,’’ is from the press of Harper 
Brothers. Mr. Whitaker has compiled 
here thirteen stories, all of the first 
merit and a literary finish which ranks 
him easily with the foremost current 
writers. Of Canadian life, mostly in the 


Manitoba region, they are of experiences 


of a land whose rugged character and 
climate makes men and women inured 
to hardship and so to deeds of courage. 
The descriptions of snow storms and 
bligzards and peril and the impotency of 
puny human strength conjure up pictures 
appalling for thelr suggestion of human 
suffering in the battle with elemental 
nature.
